prov ement is still apparent on almost 
ev ery hand. 
Go to any of the pu blic 
stock y ards, say the gov ernment ob­ 
serv ers, and y ou will find only a small 
| percentage of the meat animals in 
the highest market grades. Only abou t 
5 per cent of the cattle receiv ed at 
Chicago, the largest liv e stock market, 
grade as prime or choice. 
Sometimes 
insu fficient feeding keeps down the 
gru de, bu t the principal cau se of the 
high percentage of low grades is poor 
breeding. 
Dairying Hamp ered . 
Similarly , the dairy Indu stry is ham­ 
pered by many inefficient cows. 
The 
av erage milk produ ction of the dairy 
cows in this cou ntry is scarcely two- 
thirds that of the cows In some foreign 
cou ntries, and less than one-third that 
of the well-bjed and well-managed 
dairy 
herds 
here. 
Horses, 
mu les, 
sheep, goats and pou ltry are equ ally 
in need of improv ement. 


Better Breed ing Seen. 
At the same time the Department of 
Agricu ltu re calls attention to the pos­ 
sibilities for animal improv ement, it 
does not ov erlook the fact that far­ 
sighted and energetic stockmen and 
farmers hav e done mu ch in the direc­ 
tion of better breeding and hav e de­ 
v eloped thou sands of herds and Hooks 
to which the foregoing comments do 
not apply .

American liv e stock are said to be 
mu ch lower than need be in the light 
of what is now known of animal 
breeding, feeding and management.

in 19 24 Shows Decrease ! 
Eighty -fou r per cent of the acreage 
grown to corn in 1924 was u sed for 
grain, as compared with 86 per cent in 
11)23, according to the United States 
Department of Agricu ltu re. The total 
area for all pu rposes was 105,012,000 
acres of which 8 7 ,8 38 ,000 acres was 
u sed 
for 
grain. 
Another 6,000,000 | 
acres were cu t for silage, and 11,08 4.- 
(XX) “hogged down” or u sed for forage. 
Mu ch of the 19 24 corn going into 
silos was u nfit for hu sking, as It was 
immatu re or frosted, the department 
say s. 
Ordinarilly mu ch of the corn 
cu t for silage cou ld be u tilized for 
grain, if desired. 
The immatu rity of 
the crop also increased the qu antity 
cu t for forage. 


Cheaper Grain Ration 
The high price of corn has cau sed 
cattle feeders to look abou t for a 
cheaper grain ration. 
This situ ation 
demands a carefu l stu dy of the feeding 
v alu e of different feeds and combina­ 
tions of feeds before Inv esting. 
At 
prev ailing prices of feeds, the cheap­ 
est and best grain ration that can be 
fed fattening cattle consists of a com- .1 
hlnation <>f corn, six parts, and cotton­ 
seed cake or meal, o n e part, these pro­ 
portions by weight. 
There are many 
feeds now being offered that may cost 
less per ton, bu t they cost considera­ 
bly more on the basis of actu al feeding 
v alu e. 


Handling Gu mbo Soil 
The best plan of handling heav y 
gu mbo soil which is well drained, is to 
seed it to alfalfa and leav e it in u 
crop like alfalfa, which requ ires no 
cu ltiv ation, for as long periods as pos­ 
sible. 
Heav iness of the soil can also 
he improv ed by growing sweet clov er 
and by adding manu re or some other 
form of organic niatter. 
The incor­ 
poration of organic matter is a mu ch 
more pru ctical method of improv ing it 
than the application of lime, say s L. E. 
Call, head of the agronomy department, 
Kansas State Agricu ltu ral college.

This is n ot a wild gu ess, bu t rather 
the carefu l estimate of en tomologists 
who hav e been stu d y in g the corn pest 
sin ce it flew 
across 
Lake Erie to 
Ohio in 1921. It comes from Dr. L. L. 
Hu ber, assistan t en tomologist at the 
Ohio Agricu ltu ral Ex perimen t Station 
at Wooster, an d in d irect con tact with 
corn borer in v estigation s. 


Becau se the corn borer if u n molest­ 
ed . will in crease so rapid ly it is the 
more importan t that, ev ery farmer in 
cou n ties where the borer has been 
fou pd clean u p all corn stalks before 
Ju n e 1. Dr. Hu ber poin ts ou t an d so 
keep the borer popu lation below the 
poin t where commercial 
d amage oc­ 
cu rs. 


Commercial d amage is likely ro oc­ 
cu r, the en tomologist ex plain st when 
the borer popu lation 
reaches abou t 
fiv e or more to the corn stalk.

clean -u p shou ld come before .Time 1.

borer emerges from the stalks as a 
moth an d trav els as far as the win d s 
will take it.
